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Violence against police on the up as knifeman film is released

A shocking video of the terrifying 
moment a knife-wielding man 
lunged at a police officer has 
sparked an urgent call for more 
widespread taser training. 

The footage, released on BBC 
Crimewatch on Tuesday night, 
comes at a time when assaults on 
police officers in the county have 
reached the highest level in five 
years, the H&P can reveal. 

Figures obtained from Northants 
Police show that in 2010/11 there 
were 154 assaults on officers with¬ 
out injury, and six with injury. 

But in 2014/15, those figures 
surged to 262 and 41 respectively. 

The chairman of Northants Police 
Federation, Gez Jackson, told this 
newspaper that some victims of 
assault have been left so crippled 
with fear that they have had to call 
off work sick. 

He added: “It is very worrying 
what is happening out there. 

“It is not part of what we do - it 
should never be an acceptable part 
of what we do. 

“It is a violent world out there and 
my boys and girls go out there 
knowing that it can happen at any 
time.” 

To combat this, Mr Jackson says 
more officers need to be taser 
trained. 


“We do have tasers, but they are 
very rarely used,” he said. 

“I know it is controversial, but 
tasers are an effective and non- 
lethal way of stopping a criminal in 
their tracks. 

“There is this thing called red 
dotting, where you point the taser 
at someone and they know you have 
your fingers on the trigger, and so 
they stop. This is something I would 
champion.” 

The footage aired on Crimewatch 
this week was just one of the 151 
assaults without injury recorded in 
2013/2014, which showed PC Alex 
Prentice and PC Debbie Wishart 
attending a domestic incident at an 
address in Corby in March last year. 

The officers were then confronted 
by a man wielding a large kitchen 
knife, who started lunging his 
weapon at PC Prentice. 

At one point, the man - Lee Vickers 
- thrusted his knife just inches 
away from the officer’s neck. He 
was then distracted by a colleague, 
before being arrested. 

Talking to the programme about 
the attack, PC Prentice said: “It’s not 
the first time that this type of 
incident has happened to either of 
us, but it is the first time it has been 
so close.” 

Thanks to the video evidence, 
captured on PC Prentice’s body- 
worn camera, the man was later 
jailed for three-and-a-half years.

The new chief constable of 
Northamptonshire Police 
has pledged to get officers 
out into their communities 
and crack down on violent 
crime. 

Simon Edens started his 
first day in charge of the 
force touring the county on 
Monday visiting officers in 
Kettering, going out on 
patrol in Oundle, and 
visiting stations across 
Welling-borough and 
Northampton. 

Mr Edens, who has worked 
for five different forces, says 
that one of his main targets 
as chief constable will be to 
reduce violent crime. 

He said: “The idea is that 
we prevent it. We work very 
closely with partners such as 
the local authorities. 

“In order to prevent that 
sort of harm we need to deal 
with the most vulnerable in 
society and the most 
dangerous in society. 


Getting that balance right 
helps to reduce the threat of 
violence.” 

He added: “At the end of 
the day, our core purpose is 
protecting people from 
harm and keeping 
communities safe.” 

Mr Edens, who left his role 
as deputy chief constable of 
Leicestershire Police last 
Friday, also took the 
opportunity throughout the 
day to post updates on his 
new Twitter account 
@NorthantsChief. 

Talking to the H&P at 
Weston Favell police station 

- one of the stops on his tour 

- Mr Edens told how his 
Twitter account was a part of 
his aim to be more visible in 
the public eye. 

He said: “Myself and the 
chief officer team will adopt 
what I call ‘agile working’, 
which allows officers to do 
tasks away from the office 
and not be tied to a desk. 


office is a no-go’ 



“The force has the technol¬ 
ogy now that allows us to do 
that, and means officers 
don’t have to return to a 
police station. 

“The idea usually is that 
officers are tied to an office 
or a building, but that’s not 
where policing happens. 
Policing happens out in the 
community and out of big 
buildings. 

“This sort of mark was an 
important one for me to 
make on my first day.” 

Mr Edens, who started his 
career with Royal Ulster 
Constabulary, was 

appointed to his role last 
month by Police and Crime 
Commissioner Adam 
Simmonds, after an applica¬ 
tion process which included 
a Question Time event. 

Asked why he wanted to 
take on the opportunity, he 
said: “There are lots of 
opportunities that arise as 
one goes through one’s 
career and you can’t always 
predict when one is going to 
happen. 

“So this happened at a 
good time for me. 

“I was really attracted by 
what’s going on in 
Northamptonshire. I knew 
the force - it’s relatively local 
to where I live and there are 
a number of personal and 
professional reasons why it 
was perfect for me. 


“I am also excited by the 
ambition the force repre¬ 
sents. 

“We are not content with 


‘good enough’, we want to 
go beyond that. So I was 
very excited to apply for the 
job.”

Northampton's biggest taxi 
firm, Bounds, is set to buy 
out its rival counterpart, 
but insist both businesses 
will be operated separately. 

The 57-year-old firm 
announced last week, in a let¬ 
ter to its drivers and other 
staff members, that it would 
soon be purchasing 100 per 
cent of the shares in K Cars. 

Addressing fears that K Cars 
- the second largest private 
hire company in 
Northampton - may see its 
brand changed as a result of 


the takeover, Bounds said 
that won’t be the case, and 
that it is ‘essential that we 
maintain this reputation by 
keeping the K Cars brand 
going and operating it sepa¬ 
rately to Bounds’. 

The letter, by the director of 
Bounds Taxis, David Wright, 
reads: “The most important 
facts are that K Cars will con¬ 
tinue to operate as an inde¬ 
pendent company, with all 
calls to 01604 604040 being 
booked as jobs totally sepa¬ 
rate to Bounds and all jobs for 
K Cars being dispatched to 
the existing K Cars drivers. In 
other words, K Cars custom¬ 


ers will continue to be ser¬ 
viced by K Cars drivers. 

“You will know that Bounds 
has purchased other compa¬ 
nies in the past and that these 
companies were merged into 
Bounds. 

“However, it is no secret that 
K Cars directly benefited in 
the past from such mergers, 
with customers and drivers 
choosing to leave Bounds and 
work for K Cars. It could be 
interpreted that Bounds 
made mistakes in the past, by 
merging a newly acquired 
company with Bounds 
directly.”

course. 

“What I can say is that 
things are progressing 
really well. The consor¬ 
tium met with North¬ 
ampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil last Monday and I 
understand that was a 
really positive meeting. 

“The due diligence pro¬ 
cess is in full flow and 
the lawyers are moving 
towards completing 
their work. 

“We hope to be able to 
advise a potential com¬ 
pletion date for the take¬ 
over shortly, but sup¬ 
porters can be advised 
that things are very 
much progressing for¬ 
wards and are on track.”

D-Day arrives for 
£15m Sekhemka

A temporary export ban on 
an Egyptian statue that was 
controversially sold by 
Northampton Borough 
Council for £15.76 million 
expires today - plunging its 
future in Britain into doubt. 

The statue of Sekhemka was 
sold at Christie’s auction in 
London to an anonymous 
overseas buyer in July 2014, 
but a temporary export ban 
later stopped it being 
moved abroad. 

The year-long 
ban expires today, 
meaning the 
statue could 
soon be heading 
out of the UK. 

But the H&P 
has discovered 
that if a UK buyer 
comes forward with 
the ‘intention’ of buy¬ 
ing the statue, the ban period 
would be extended until 


March 2016, to allow time for 
the purchase to take place. 

This could see the statue 
remain in Britain. 

If nobody comes forward, 
the current owner will be 
able to apply for an export 
licence and - if successful - 
will be able to move it abroad. 

A spokesperson for Arts 
Council England last night 
refused to comment on 
whether any approach to pur¬ 
chase the statue had been 
made. 

A department of cul¬ 
ture, media and sport 
spokesperson said: 
“We hope the tempo¬ 
rary export bar that 
has been put in 
place will result in a 
UK buyer coming 
forward so that the 
statue can remain in 
Britain. 

‘The deferral period may 
be extended, but only if a 
serious intention to raise 



funds to purchase the statue 
is made.” 

Earlier this week campaign¬ 
ers at the Save Sekhemka 
Action Group called on PM 
David Cameron to intervene 
and ensure it stays in Britain. 

The group claimed the 
export of the statue would 
‘benefit no one’, except ‘inter¬ 
national terrorists and crimi¬ 
nal gangs’. 



Dogs sniff out illegal cigarettes 


More than 1,000 packets of 
illegal cigarettes were discov¬ 
ered in a series of raids in the 
county thanks Yo-Yo, Phoebe 
and Scamp. 

With the help of trained 
sniffer dogs, Trading 
Standards and police uncov¬ 
ered the illicit cigarettes, plus 
100 pouches of illegal tobac¬ 
co, concealed in premises in 


Northampton and Corby. 

Cllr Andre Gonzalez de 
Savage, said: “Illegal ciga¬ 
rettes not only pose a risk to 
people’s health but those 
involved in their sale are often 
linked to other forms of crimi¬ 
nal activity, including drug 
dealing, money laundering, 
people trafficking and even 
terrorism.”

A crackdown on families who 
abuse the council's green sack 
policy ‘totally misses the point’, 
according to one borough coun¬ 
cillor. 

This week, Northampton 
Borough Council set up a 
special hotline for curtain- 
twitching neighbours to spy on 
‘flytipping’ families and report 
them to the council. 

The local authority is not hitting 
its recycling rate, currently recy¬ 
cling just 44 per cent of all waste 
- lower than its own target of 48 
per cent. The government wants 
all councils to achieve a 50 per 
cent rate by 2020. 

In a bid to try and reach its tar¬ 
get, the council has set up a hot¬ 
line to inform households about 
sack collections and for them to 
report any issues concerning 
neighbours not complying with 
the two green sacks policy, intro¬ 
duced back in 2013. 

This includes a visit from 
council officers and a warning 
being issued with the last resort 
an £80 fine. 

Deputy Leader of the Labour 
Group, Cllr Gareth Eales, has said 


this is a ‘poor’ way to make up for 
the council’s lack of prgress 
towards its target. 

He said: “Treating people who 
put out their rubbish incorrectly 
as flytippers is stupid. 

“The council can’t make reach 
their recycling targets so what 
they are doing is clamping down 
on residents with £80 fines who 
don’t comply with the strict two 
green sacks policy. The way this is 
being handled by is poor.” 

Cllr Mary Markham, leader of 
Northampton Borough Council, 
said: “We are doing all we can to 
help people comply with the poli¬ 
cy, but communities need to help 
us deal with those householders 
who aren’t complying. 

“Please call us if someone near 
you is putting out their rubbish 
incorrectly - on the wrong day or 
in the wrong sacks. 

“We will do our bit, but I urge 
people to help us by calling the 
hotline and telling us what’s hap¬ 
pening and who is doing it.”

There is a new digital fear 
building up in people and it 
is causing them high anxi¬ 
ety. 

The new technological 
compulsion is called FOBO 
- Fear Of Being Off Line. 

This new obsessive com¬ 
pulsive addiction to the 
smart phone was circulated 
in a survey carried out by 
Iowa State University of 
Science and Technology to 
collate the extent of nomo- 
phobia - smartphone 
anxiety. 

In a Gallup poll in 
the USA it showed 81 
per cent of smart¬ 
phone users kept 
their phones with 
them almost all the 
time during the 
hours they were 
awake, and 63 per 
cent kept their 
phones handy even 
when they were 
asleep. 

As social media 
expert at the 


University of Northampton 
Emma Rose is well-placed 
to comment on this very 
modern phobia. 



Emma explained there 
were two toxic elements 
behind the problem: peer 
pressure and loneliness. 

And these she said were 
added to by obsession and 
addiction. 

Emma said: “Young peo¬ 
ple come under peer pres¬ 
sure at certain stages of 
their lives, as they do with 
loneliness. 

“But this is made worse 
with obsession and addic¬ 
tion. 

“As a result he fear of being 
off line can become 
toxic 

“The tipping point 
for young people 
comes when they go 
to university, get a 
job or have a new 
relationship. 

“They push their 
social life online 
away and replace 
it with an actual 
life. 

“They reach a 
time where they 
realise they don’t 
need this and 
take a natural

Hyundai i20 

Take a look inside... 


The MK2 model Hyundai i20 is 
bigger, slicker and a good deal 
better equipped to take the fight 
to the top contenders in the 
supermini sector. Its predecessor 
won sales by playing the value 
card. This time round, Hyundai’s 
counting on quality carrying it 
through. 

Under the bonnet, Hyundai’s 
main efforts have been centred 
upon developing a three cylinder 
petrol turbo engine to rival the 
Ford EcoBoost and Vauxhall 1.0 
turbo direct inection units. The 
powerplant they’ve come up 
with is badged ‘ 1.0 T-GDI’ and is 
a very competitive 
proposition, offering 120PS - 
significantly more power than 
its rivals, yet there’s similar 
efficiency. 

Of all the cars in its line-up, the 
i20 has traditionally been Hyun¬ 
dai’s most conservatively-styled 
thing. Early design renderings 
for this second generation car 
looked a good deal more ad¬ 
venturous, but in the metal, it’s 
been very toned down. It’s still a 
handsome piece of penmanship 
though, carried out under the 
auspices of ex-Audi design boss 
Peter Schreyer. 

The interior is really smart, 
with the design maturity of a 


much bigger car. Interior space 
has improved, with combined 
front and rear legroom of 
1892mm, a class-leading figure 
and comparable with the space 
of some cars from the class 
above. The wheelbase is 45mm 
longer and additional legroom 
was created in the front by rais¬ 
ing the height of the dashboard 
and moving the glovebox 
and surrounding components 
forward. Cargo capacity has 
also been enhanced, making the 
vehicle one of the most accom¬ 
modating in the segment. 

Certainly it’s hard to think 
of a supermini that would be 
easier to live with than this one. 
Few others are more practi¬ 
cal or better built and though 
pricing’s crept up a little, this car 
remains affordable to buy. Of 
course, it isn’t perfect. Not all 
the mainstream engines are as 
efficient as they could be, a point 
emphasised by some trendier, 
more avant garde rivals, some of 
which are better to drive. Over¬ 
all though, if you can find a car in 
this class that makes more sense 
when you add together all the 
really important attributes that 
families look for in a supermini 
in this segment, then you’ll be 
doing very well.

last eight and Ripley said: “Over 14 
games it’s a fairly long campaign 
and if you’re in the top four you 
deserve to be. 

“We haven’t got there on net run- 
rate, we’re in there on points so we 
deserve our place in the quarter 
finals and we’re going to look for¬ 
ward to it. 

“After the three losses at the 
start I think we’ve done really well 
and played some good cricket. 

“We’ve gone on a bit of a roll at 
the right time and I still think we 
would have won the Durham game 
but I’ll take this all day long.” 

Northants haven’t yet decided 
whether they want to bring 
Pakistan all-round star Shahid 
Afridi back for the knock-out stag¬ 
es after the team performed so 
well in his absence. 

Afridi played in the first six T20 
games for the Steelbacks and his 
time at the club unfortunately 
came to an end just as he was 
starting to find his best form. 

Ripley said: “I’ve had some dia¬ 
logue with his agent about the 


possibility of him coming back 
but it’s very early in the piece. 

“The reality is that we’ve reached 
the quarter finals with a group of 
players that have performed pret¬ 
ty well and consistently. 

“You’ve got to balance bringing 
one of the world’s top T20 players 
into your team as someone drops 
out, and how that’s going to affect 
the group on that day and going 
forward? 

“It’s not a shoe-in that we would go 
that way even if we could afford it.” 

In contrast to the T20 success, 
which means that Northants are 
just one victory away from a spot 
at finals day, the county have 
started the 50 over Royal London 
One Day Cup poorly and will need 
a similar turnaround in fortunes 
to progress in the competition 
after two defeats from two. 

They were beaten by Durham at 
Wantage Road by 54 runs after 
failing to chase down 313-8 and 
they then slumped to a record 
defeat after a shambolic batting 
display saw them dismissed for 
123 in just 24 overs while chasing 
Surrey’s 343-5. 

The 220 run thrashing was their 
heaviest one-day defeat in terms 


of runs, beating a 42-year-old 
record that was set against Kent at 
Brackley in 1973. 

Ripley’s men were due for a day/ 
night clash at home to 
Leicestershire yesterday with a 
result due after the Herald & Post 
went to print, but the coach knew 
that improvement was essential. 

“We have six matches left 
although we left ourselves a tough 
job in the T20s to qualify by losing 
our first three games,” he said. 

“This puts us in a similar position, 
I guess, having lost two from eight. 

“I still feel we can go on that run 
that will win us the matches that 
we need but we’ve got to improve 
individually although I thought 
we were better as a team against 
Surrey. 

“We fought back into the game 
on the field but it was more about 
individual skills in terms of what 
let us down with batting dismiss¬ 
als, some bad bowling and again 
we’ve dropped some catches. 

“We haven’t got many players 
outside of this group to call on 
and we’ve also got a few niggles 
within the team that may also 
need looking at. 

“In terms of the personnel we’ve 


got, we’ll wonder ‘are we using 
them in the right roles?’ 

“That will reflect in the batting 
order as well, in making sure that 
we’ve got the right batting line¬ 
up. 

“I do tend to talk about continu¬ 
ity, which I believe has helped us 
in the past, but it could only be an 
eight-game competition for us so 
we can’t leave it too late.” 

A particular bright spot for the 
county recently has been the bat¬ 
ting form of keeper Ben Duckett, 
who made 69 from 60 balls against 
Durham before providing the sole 
resistance with the bat in the 
Surrey defeat as he reached 56. 

The 20-year-old has now made 
career-best totals in all three 
forms of cricket across the last 
two weeks. 

“He’s probably in the form of his 
life at the moment so you want 
him facing as many balls as pos¬ 
sible,” said Steelbacks batsman 
Richard Levi. 

“I think his best position in the 
order could be five or six, espe¬ 
cially with his keeping, so he can 
have a little bit of time off and 
come in and play the way that he 
does.” 


Saints set sights on 
finding new stars as 
developing player 
scheme is expanded

Saints have confirmed that they will be 
expanding the club’s Developing Player 
Programme as they aim to unearth new 
stars from the East Midlands and 
Eastern Counties. 

Over the past two years the Developing 
Player Programme (DPP), which the 
Saints Academy runs in conjunction 
with the Rugby Football Union (RFU) 
and local constituent bodies, has gone 
from strength to strength, so much so 
that it is ready for a 50 per cent expan¬ 
sion in the number of centres and into 
new age groups. 

As of this season the DPP will be based 
across six centres - Northamptonshire 
Alliance, East Northamptonshire, 
Bedfordshire, Cambridgeshire, 
Huntington and Peterborough and 
Suffolk - with U16 groups established to 
create greater opportunities for players 
and encourage continued participation 
within the sport. A pilot for U18s is also 
expected to be launched later in the 
year. 

Previously DPPs had been based in 
four centres across the U13, 14 and 15 
age groups. 

The DPP ensures that youngsters 
receive more frequent sessions during 
the course of a season and more consist¬ 
ent feedback to enable them to develop 
as players. And as the club’s youth devel¬ 
opment pathway continues to grow, the 
DPP has come to complement the Elite 
Player Development Groups that in turn 
feed the Junior Saints Academy. 

Players are invited to join the DPP after 
being recommended by their school or 
club coaches, and the Saints will be in 
touch with schools and clubs through¬ 
out its academy region in coming weeks 
with more information as to how they 
can nominate individuals for assess¬ 
ment. 

The club is also committed to develop¬ 
ing coaching standards across the whole 
Eastern region, too, with club and school 
coaches from any age group both able to 
sign up to Cascade Coaching, a free 
development programme. 

Cascade Coaching’s first session was 
due to take place in Cambridge yester¬ 
day, with three further masterclasses to 
be held during the season. 

Elite Player Development Group man¬ 
ager Ross Stewart says that the DPP 
expansion represents an exciting and 
notable step forward for the club. 

“The DPP has become an excellent 
framework in how we develop young 
players, both in terms of how they grow 
as individuals but also in how it encour¬ 
ages us as an Aviva Premiership club to 
work with our local constituent bodies 
and sub-counties and the RFU,” he said. 

“It has grown rapidly, which is reflect¬ 
ed in our decision to expand the number 
of centres to six. 

“This gives us the ability to work with 
more players, expanding our own pool 
of talent and encouraging more young¬ 
sters to stay in the sport.”

Toney not selected 
again amid interest

The Ivan Toney transfer saga is 
‘ongoing' according to Cobblers boss 
Chris Wilder as speculation contin¬ 
ues about the teenage striker mak¬ 
ing an imminent exit from the club. 

Wilder left Toney out of his squad 
for Saturday’s Maunsell Cup Final 
clash with neighbours Brackley Town 
amid interest from clubs in the 
Premier League and Championship. 

Toney was close to joining 
Championship side Wolves last sea¬ 
son until the deal collapsed at the 
11th hour and top flight outfit 
Newcastle United have been heavily 
linked this summer. 

He was left out of the Cobblers’ 
opening pre-season friendly at Sileby 
Rangers as well and it does seem to 
be a matter of when, and not if, he 


departs. Wilder, however, says he has 
no confirmed news yet and will con¬ 
tinue to prepare Toney for the 
Cobblers’ upcoming League Two 
campaign. 

He said: “Things are ongoing, as I’m 
led to believe. Ivan was back training 
on Monday and he’ll train all the way 
through the week until I’m notified 
otherwise. 

“We felt we made the right decision 
on Saturday but he’s back with us 
and we’ll wait and see what develops 
during this week. 

“Anything can happen in football, 
you’re never surprised, so we’ll work 
with Ivan. 

“We need to get him as fit as we pos¬ 
sibly can because if he doesn’t go he’s 
still our player and we’ve got an 
excellent player that gives definite 
quality to the group at the top of the 
pitch.” 

Northampton were victorious 
against Brackley, winning 3-0 thanks 
to a goal by Marc Richards and Alfie 


Potter’s double. Meanwhile, the 
Cobblers have confirmed the signing 
of defender Rod McDonald after a 
successful trial period at the club. 

The 23-year-old has spent pre-sea- 
son at Sixfields after being recom¬ 
mended by head of recruitment 
Martin Foyle and he impressed boss 
Wilder enough to earn a one year deal. 

Born in Liverpool, McDonald start¬ 
ed out in the Manchester City acade¬ 
my before moving on to Stoke City. 

He signed for Oldham Athletic in 
2010 and then had spells in non¬ 
league football with Stafford 
Rangers, Nantwich Town, Colwyn 
Bay and Hereford United. 

His last club were AFC Telford United 
- with the Cobblers switch seeing him 
make a return to Football League level 
for the first time for four years. 

Town face their final pre-season 
friendly tomorrow evening when 
they travel to part-timers Sheffield 
FC - the world’s oldest football club 
which was founded in 1857. 



Robinson gets winning feeling on the big stage

Northampton para-swimmer Eleanor 
Robinson has had a taste of winning in front 
of a big crowd - and it looks like she can’t get 
enough after her success at a packed London 
Aquatics Centre on Sunday. 

Robinson, just 13, conquered her nerves to 
beat Australia’s Tanya Huebner, a swimmer 
with two medals from the 2015 IPC World 
Championships and 23 years her senior. 

In the process, the youngster also broke her 
own S6 50m butterfly British record, coming 
home in a time of 37.85 seconds to win by five 
seconds in front of a partisan crowd. 

“This is my first time swimming in front of a 
big crowd, and I really enjoyed having them 
behind me,” said Northampton Swimming 
Club’s Robinson. 

“The noise really helped when I was swim¬ 
ming, and walking out to my blocks I was try¬ 
ing to take it all in. 

“Watching all of those swims before mine was 
amazing. The tension had been building all the 
way up to my race, and when I dived in I just 
gave it my all. 

“I always get nervous before a race but for me 
it’s just about controlling those nerves. 


“I’m getting better but it was a really loud 
crowd. 

“Not many 13-year-olds get the chance to do 
this, and it’s a great experience coming and 
swimming in the Olympic pool. It’s amazing.” 

The race was part of National Paralympic 
Day, an annual event designed to help contin¬ 
ue the legacy of the London 2012 Paralympic 
Games with elite athletics stars also taking 
part at the Olympic Stadium. 

The swimming included stars of the 2012 
Games such as Jessica-Jane Applegate and 
Stephanie Millward, as well as Elbe Simmonds, 
making her first return to the Aquatics Centre 
since taking gold there three years ago. 

Robinson, meanwhile, only started swim¬ 
ming after the London and despite the fact that 
she would be one of the squad’s youngest mem¬ 
bers, she is not ruling out a trip to the Rio 
Olympics in Brazil next summer. 

“It would be a real bonus to swim at Rio of 
course, but I’m really looking at Tokyo 2020 as 
my main aim at the moment,” Robinson added. 

“I love swimming at big competitions, but it’s 
the Nationals next which are really special 
because we get to swim alongside the able- 
bodied athletes as well which is a lot of fun. 

“National Paralympic Day has helped para¬ 
swimming, because everyone is talking about 
it and the television cameras are here. It’s 
really exciting. 

“My confidence has definitely grown since I 


started swimming and I’ve progressed really 
quickly so it’s been great.”
